Concerning the ſecond Demaund, For our partes we never yet read 
of any commaundement, of any word of faith, or of any godly exam- 
ple in holy Writt, whereby the ſupreme Chriſtian Magiſtrates either 
dircdtly, or by conſequenceinabled to ordayne and appropriate a Mis 
niſteriall garment, for the Miniſters of the Goſpell, 

For howſocver by imitation of the Pricſtly -garmentes, ordayned 
for the Leviticall Prieſthood, vnder the Law, your Lordſhips may 
thinke that a miniſteriall —_ may lawfully be commaunded for 


the Miniſters of the Goſpel: nevertheleſſe,there being an expreſle come

For if all ordinarie garmentes be- ſanQtihied alike, ro miniſter, and 
people, by the worde:of God and/prayer, as all ordinaric meatesand 
drinkes be, we d. mand, what reaſon your Lordihips car? allcadge out 
of bgly write, tharthe publike ſervice, accompliſhed byrhe Miniſter, 
in his ordinarie apparel, ſhould not be as acceprable'to the Lord, as is

Miniſter, wearing only his ordinarie garment :- And yet notwithſtan- 


ding ſhall te]l vs, that the nor-wearinge 'of 'a proper miniſteriall gar- 


ment in the ſervice'of :prayet, preaching the Worde, and 'tminiſtring 
th: Sacraments, may be-both diſpleaſing rgGod,& hurtfuf ro the peo-

excepting this one point of their not conformitie vuto the ceremonies 
(whercin they alleadge for them (elves , the conſcience of the vnlaw-

Concerning the reaſon of decencie and comlines vrged by ſome, 
for the ve of a white miniſteriall garment , in the miniſterie of the 
Goſpell, becauſe the ſame cometh more aptly ro bee diſcuſſed inthe 
queſtion following , we will not trouble your Lordſhips at this time 
with avy other marter , about the two firſt demandes ; And therefore 
we will proceede to the thirde ; which for your Lordſhips better re- 
membrance, we hold it not amiſle to repeate againe, 
If it bee lawfull for a ſoveraine Magiſtrate , by authoritic of holy

For ifevery commandement of the ficſt Table of the Law, be a way, 
and bee. a path out of the which no Chriſtian ought to turne a ſide, 
either rotheright hand , orto the left ; bur in the which every Chri- 
ſtian is bound aſwell in the time of the Goſpell , as every Iſraelite was 
bound inthe time of the Lawe to walke ; then nor onely that great 
Idoll of the Popiſh Maſle it felfe , ſett vp and worſhipped in the time 
of the Goſpel]; bur then alſo, all celickes , monuments , memorialls 
and deleCtable things with their acceſlaries, appendices, and appur- 
rinances, as a menſtrons cloth, ought to be caſt away , and ro bee bid- 
den getye hence ; eſpecially we fay inthe publike ſervice and worſhip 
of the true God, 


heaven, doeth-farre excell the honour of a ſervant, which ipake on 
exrth,by ſo much the more ought that Idoll & that Idolatrie-, which 
is ſet vp and committed in the time of the Goſpell , bz eſteemed more 
vile and deteſtable, then was that Idol} and thar Idolatrie fer vp and 
committed in the rime of the law. |

thereof, be abhominable and accurſced in the. fight of God , bee alſo 
vaine and can rothing profit men : If alſo the Magiſtrate, the Mi- 
njſters and people belceving the Goſpel, may be ſnarc4, and ſhalbe ac- 
curſed after the maner of the Iſtaclites, if fo be without warrant from 
holy Write , they ſhall v{e theſe things inthe worſhip of God; we de- 
mand, whether from the doctrine of the Law , the Prophets, and the 
.Goſpell, we may nor conclude thus; - 


With whatſvever things either « Magiitrate,, Minifer, or peo« 
ple may be ſnared , and for theſe of Whatſoever things they 
may be accurſed, thoſe _— may not lawfully be commanded 
or vſcd in the publike worſhip of God. 


But aſwell the Magiftrate as the MiniFters and people may then 
be ſnared,and ſhalbe accurſed with,and for the command and 
wvſc of Copes, Surplices, Croſſes,&c. When in the publike Wor- 
ſhip of God, they be commanded and v/ca Without Warrant * 
of his ward; : 


Therefore Copes, Surplices , (offs, &'c. may not be comman- 
ded nor vſed in the publike Worſhip of Grd , Without Warrant 
of his Word, he” 32 
If your Lord hips denic the affumpr; and anſwere,that Copes,;Sur-- 
plices,Crofles,&c, commanded and vicd forthe adorning , and bew- 
tifying of chat grear Idoll the. Mafle, bee in their owne nature thinges 
indiff:rent, and none other otherwiſe can be accurſed or be a ſnare 
to any Chriſtian Magiſtrate, Miniſter or people , then as they bee 
imploycd tothe vie and ſervice of thac Idoll; and in this tegarde, 
their free and h1berall vie is no more now forbidden, then is the cating 
of meates ſacrificed vnto Idolls, and that therefore all feare of bei 
ſnared and accurlced , dacth.ccaſe , becauſe wee haye free libertie by 
the word for thecating of meates ſacrificed ynto. Idolls ; then here- 
vnto wee replic , that your anſ{were 1s very vnſufhicient and vncer- 
taine., and without any ſtrength of Jaay a » drawne from holie 
Writer, FED 
For rhough wee grant that nothing is vngleane. of it ſelfo., and 
that we.ought not to accompr that polluted, which God hath purified: 
| C2 NEVELe 
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_neverthelefle we pray your Lordfhips to reſolve vs by holy Writt , that 


God hath by his worde aſwell purified Copes, Surplices, Croſſes, &c. 
for the outward yſe of his publike worſhip, as by his word hee hath 
purified meates ſacrificed vnto idols, for the private vſe of mans life. 

W hen Peter had faſtened his eyes vpon the ſhecte, let downe from 
heaven by the foure corners , he colidered and ſaw foure footed breaſts 
of the earth,and .'ilde beaſts, and creeping things, and foules of the 
heaven, which were all the good creatures of Goa , and which alſoin 
the beginning were created for the foode of man : only fora time 
while 1ſraell was ynder the Schoo]mailterſhip of the Lawe, certayne 
of theſe creatures were forbidden to be eaten, not becauſe they were 
in their owne natureevill, or yncleane, but only becauſe they were 
made vnclcane fora time, by prohibition : And therefore when the 
fulnefle of time was come, and that Chriſt theende of the Lawe , was. 
ryſen from the dead , the law of not cating mcates forbidden ceaſed :. 
And by letting downe the ſheete,and commandement given to Peter, 
to {lay and to cate , Peter was aſſured that all thoſe meates were refto= 
red ro their primarie vic, integritie, and puritie. And therefore theſe 
creatures being in their owne originall nature good; and in the be- 
ginning ſanctihed by the Lord, tothe vic of mans life , howſoever the 
idolaters prophanely & abulively did facrifice them vnto their idols, 
yet could thoſe idoles never fo pullute them by their abuſc,as thar they 
might vtterly take away the good and profitable vic, for the which 
they were firſt created, 

But that Copes, Surplices, Croſles, Candles, and other memoriails. 
and delectable things, authoriſcd by that man of linne , for the pom» 
pous ſervice of his great idoll, the Maflle , bee of the nature of meates, 
or of the nature of gold and filyer , (howſocver {acrificed vnto 1dolls) 
we deny. 

For firſt : meates, gold and filver in their owne nature, were by 
creation (ascarſt was ſaide) good, and to the ende wherevnto they 
were created ever blefled of God , and never accurſed ; whereas on the 
other (ide, no reliques , monuments, or memorials of any idolarrie, 
wereever bleſſed, but ever accurſed, 

Secondly,they were never in their firſt originall good or profitable, 
no not for that vie whereypon rhey were imployed: for as the Idol it 
ſclfe,is vayne,vnprofitable, polluted and abhominable,yca nothing 1n 
reſpeC of that thing which it repreſenteth, even ſo alſo bee all w_> aC= 

| cellaries 
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ccſlories and appurtenances thereof, damned and execrable. 

Thirdly, theſe reliques, monumentes and memorialls of [dolatrie, 
being not the workes of God, created in the beginning for the vie of 
man, but the workes of mens handes,applicd to the ſervice of an Idol, 
are not by the prohibition of God, vncleane, and polluted only for a 
tyme, as certeyne meates were, but are evermore by a perperuall de- 
cree, things damned and accurſcd for the vfe of any ſervice vnto God: 
And thereforc howſoever(as meares are vlually ſolde in the ſhambles) 
they may be ſold in a fpinſters,or in an Embrotherers ſhopp,and may 
be vied by man,to ſome benefhite of this life;yet that they may be tran(- 
lared from the ſervice of an Idol,to the worſhip of the trew God, with- 
out warrant of being fſanctificd to that vſe, by the worde of God, or 
that the Minitters and people profelling the goſpell, may asintyrely 8 
freely vie and receive them in the outward worſhip of the trewe God, 
as the popith pricſtes and people did in the ſervice of their great Idoll 
the Maſl:; we deny : And wherher you be able to prooue the contrarie 
out of holy Writ, we demaund your reſolutions ?

110n, the ſame ought not to be any yote,token, badge, or enſigne 
wato he Fonſe of (brit, or any her lovers, in the afleof the 
outward Worſhip of the true God. 

But all Copes, Sarplices, Croſſings have bene firſt inveted by man,& 
appropried by amthoritie of the great wbore,to be notes,tokens, 
C3 badges,

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token or enſigne,to the Spouſe of (bri#t, or any her lovers, it 
the atte of the Worſhip of the true God. 

If your Lordihips deny the truth of the firſt propolitis of the firſt ar- 
gument to be proved by thoſe places before quored out of the law,the 
Prophetes and Apoſtles,then we pray your Lord(hips to yeeld vs ſome 
reaſ0n,trom other places of holy Wrirr, for the confirmation of ſich 
your negation? For vnto vsthe letter of the ſcriptures, ſceme to be very 
diret& plaine tothe purpole, forthe which we-have alleadged them; 

If your Lordihips deny the conſequence of the firſt propolition, of 
the ſecond argument,and affirme that the ſpouſe of Chriſt,and her lo- 
vers may lawtully weare in the outward acte.of the-worſhip of the truo 
God,the notes,tokens, badges and enſignes, commanded by the great 
whore to be worne 1n the acte of her fornication; then we demand,by 
what places of holy Writ your Lordhips be able to prove this your at- 
hcrmarionin the meane time give vs leave,according to the meaſure of 
our skill , ro diſcharge the alſum, t: of chefirit argument , from ſuch 
error, as happily at the firſt view may.ſceme in your opinions, to bee 
conteyned therein.

And 
wheth:r this ſuperſtitious and falſe worſhip of the trew God, bee nor 
intendcd ro be hat maner,forme and faſhion of worſhip, both wholy 
and in parte, which th Gentiles vizd-in the worſhip of their ldolles? 
For there bzing a commanndcment given before ynto the children 
of [{ra-1l, for the burning of ch: Images, and of the ytter deſtruction 
of all the [dolles of th: Cananitzs : it is by theſe Scriptares commaun-.

And whether theſe Copes, Surplices, Croſſes, &c. be notdeligned by 
that whore, to be the proper and peculiar cognizances,rokens, badges 
and enſignes of her lovers, comitting fornication with her great Idoll 
the breaden God ? 

If your Lord(hips can iuſtly deny our demaunds, in che affirmative 
to be true: we then agayne demaund; If the bryde of the lambe, being 
a pure virgine, thall at any tyme be apparelled, in the aQte of the ſer- 
vice of her beloved, like to the minnions wayting vppon the great 
Whore, inthe ace of her fornications: wee demaunde (wee laye) 
whether the Bryde (1n this caſe) can be precious and amiable in the 
eycs of the Bridegrotre? can be ſaid ro have no concord with beliall? 
no parte with an infidell 2 no agreement with an Idoll ?can bec (aide, 
not totake vpon her hande,vpon her forchead,or vpon her backe,the 
marke of the beaſt?Can beſayd,not to doe ſo,and lykwiſeto the bryd- 

rome, as the mynions of the whore, doe to their 1dole? ornot to doe - 
{o, and lykewiſe, to God, as the papiſts doe to the devill? | 

Nay,ifthe Church of England herſcIfalone;bce not the bryde, but 
one of the maydes of the Bride, and if alſo ſhee profelle hir {clf, ro be 
the ficſt of the three, rather then the laſt , of the the thirty worthyes 
and honorable Virgins; we demand what holy rcaſon ſhould move 
this maide of England, ſt1]l to faſhion ker Necklaces, her Bracelets, 
hic Frontlets, hir Cheynes, hir lewels, hir lynen |Apornes, hir gaudie 
Kirtles,like to thoſe which the moſt famous ſtrumpetr, that ever was, 
(for pompous oſtentation and braveric) daily vſeth and putterh on, 
eſpecially ſithence all hir other fellow maides, in other Countries at- 

'tending vpon the Bride wich moſt ſolemne vowes and obteſtations, 
and with a moſt holy diſdayne and indignation have abandoned and 
calt away,as a menſtruous cloth,what attire ſoever hath bene, or yet is 
proper,to the minions of that great Whore ? 

If your Lord(hips anſwere that the Maide of Englande, being per- 
fetly inſtructed from the Bridegroms voice, (that no Cope, Surplice 
or Croſlc is vncleane of it ſelfe,) may commaud hir Damlels, to attyre 


and faſhion thcir liverics, colours and badges, like to thoſe which the 
miti-

minions & loners of the great whore,comonly deck them (elves with- 
all: if ſo be hircommandement tend nor, that hir Damſells ſhould be 
defiled or bee druncken with theWine of the fornication of the great 
whore, but only that they ſhould be hambled ar the feete of the Chri. 
ſtian Magiſtrate , whom the Bridgrome hath armed witch power,to be 
a protector and a nurſing father of all che liberties and franchiſcs of 
the Bride,and of hir Maides : if your Lordthips (we ſay) to diſchardge 
the Maide of England,zn foro conſcientie, ſhall anſwere thus and thus: 
then b<cauſe the Chriſtian Magiſtrate is him (clfe nor the Bridgrome; 
bur one of the children ofthe Bride chamber, & a friend of the Bride- 
gromes; and for this cauſe,& in this reſpe&t,can not rightly command 
the Maide of Englandeto be appareled orherwilc in the ſervice of the 
Pridegrome , then as the Bridegrome hath lycenſcd the Magiſtrate to 
command ; wee then demand, by what rule of holy Writr, your Lord- 
ſhips can prove, that the Chriſtian Magiſtrate hath commiſſion from 
the Bridegrome,to command the Maide.of England at all ſeaſons,and 
inall the courtsof his aboade,to waitcand to attend,to preſent, and to 
pur vp hir requeſts, hir prayers, and hir ſervices, in ſuch ſuite and 
change of rayment, as is common with that of the minions of the 
great whore? 

For vnleſle the Chriſtian Magiſtrate be armed with power from the 
Bridegrome,to chardge the maide of England to be thus attired , your 
Lord{hips can not be ignorant , 'but that aſwell the nurſing Fatherin 
commanding , as the nurſe Child in obeying, ſhall ſinne againſt the 
Bridgrome. | 

For howſoever it may bee lawfull for the Chriſtian Magiſtrate ro 
command or forbidde the v(c,or not vſe of every kinde of creature, 
which in it owne nature, by yertue of creation, is good, and therefore 
only called indifferent, becauſe indifferently at the moderate pleaſure 
of every man,the ſame with prayer and hankfatrins may be vſcd, or 
refuſed, for the yſe of this life without offence to God  nevertheles we 
greatly ſtand in doubt , whether the Chriſtian Magiltrates authoritie 
reach ſo farr asto command that the worke-of mans hands be vied in 
the ourward worſhip of the true God , which for the pollution and 
prophanation thereof in the ſervice of an Idoll, is become for the ſefe 
vice of the true God,abhominable and damned. 

Nay, if Hezekiab King of [udah,be commended in holy Writt, for 
doing vprightly in the fight of the Lord , when he brake in pon - he 
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26 Certaine Demantls with their grounds, 
braſen Serper,& called ita picce of brafſe, when the children of Iſrael], 
by burning incenſe to it, abuſcdir ro Idolatrie , notwirſtanding the 
fame were ht ſet vp by Moſes, at the commandement of Gud: How 
much more ought Chriſtian Magiſtrates to deſtroy and to breake in 
pieces all maner workes of mens handes, never commanded in holy 
writt,cither for the ſcrvice of God,or for the profite of his people ? 
But Hezekiah might have done well and uprightly alſo, if ſobe he 


had ſtill reſerved the Serpent, as a memoriall of the miracles Wronght by 


thel ookin7 pon it, though for the abuſe of burning mcenſe before it, he 
had not broken the ſame in pieces. SED 
But wee beſeech your Lordihips to informe vs rightly out of holy 
Writ, whether this your anſwere inthe fight of the Lo1d , be vpright, 
yea or no? 
. Firſt, after the peoples heartes were once turned aſide , by burning 


incenſe to the Serpent, it was not in the power of Hezekiah to knowe, 


whether the peoples hearts would have bene againe vpright in the me- 


moriall of the miracles,yca'or no? And as for the reſtitution of the Ser- 
pent, tothatintegritic of doing miracles, after the peoples departure 
out of. the wilderneſſe , when they were no more ſtunge by Scrpents, 
that ro doe,was much lcflc in the power of Mezekzah: Belides, becauſe 
by the doctrine.of holy Writt , we be taught, not only hart the forbid- 
ding of one thing , includeth a commandement of the contrary, and 
that rhe commandement of one thing inforceth a forbidding of the 
contrary; buralſo that alwell rhe omitfion of adewrie required , asthe 
commiſſion of a thing prohibited, is an offence ro God: We pray your 
Lordihips to reſolve vs out of holy writ; whetherthe holy Ghoſt,com- 
mending the vprightnes of Hezekiah,aiwel for breaking to pieces the 
braſcn Serpent, asintaking away the high places, and breaking the 
Images and cutting down the groves,doe not inſtruct vsthat he was to 
have bene diſcommended , in caſc he had let the Serpent ſtood vnbro- 
ken down,though he had cur downe the Groves, broken the Images, 
and taken away the high places? 

For in our iudgments by the dodrine aforeſaid, founded vpon holy 
Writt,the breaking of the Serpent, being reckoned as a part of his vp- 
rightnes,and forthe which he is commended, the not breaking there- 
of , muſt needes have bene as an vnvpright and as diſcommendable a 
thing , as the not cutting downe of the Groves, the not breaking the 
Images,and the not taking away the High places. | 
. But

and wſed at, for Idols ſerivce, are not eadem numero with ours: For 

all the old Popiſh Copes, Szrplices, &c. be long ſince ont of date, and we 

Will have all ſpicke and ſpan new, | t 
Yea be ut fo,yer if the faſhion and workwanſhip of their old, be the 


- true paterns of our new , how ſhall not ours be like vnto theirs? King 


eAha? though hee ſent not the very fame Altar which hee ſaw at Da- 
waſcus , but the paterne and the faſhion of ir , andall the workeman- 
ſhippe thereof ro Yriah the Prieſt , yer doeth the holy Storie witneſle, 
that hee treſpalled , and didevill, and commendeth Hezekiab , thar 
in the firſt yeare and firſt moneth of his reigne , hee commanded the 
Levites to cary forth the filthineſſe our of the Temple, and all the yn- 
cleancnes that rhey found in the Temple of the Lorde , brought in by 
their Fathers, | 

[In the ſecond booke of the Kings, the holy Ghoſt teſtifying what 
evill. Hoſheathe ſonn? of Elah King of 1ſracll & his Fathers had done, 
in the ſight of the Lord,theweth vs,that they followed vanitie,and be- 
caine vaine, and followed the Heathen , that were round about them; 
concerning whom the Lord hath charged them , that they ſhould nor 
doc like them. And againe that they walked according to the faſhion 
of the Heathen ; And againe that they burned incen(e in the High 


- places as did the Heathen. 


. And againe , that they would not obey , but hardened their neckes, 
like ro the neckes of their Fathers: and againe, that they cbeyed nor, 
bur did after their o!d cuſtome 2 yea and the Lorde by the mouth of 
eAbyah King of Indah reproved [eroboam to his face , not forthat he 
had mad: Pricſts of other countries, but that he had made him Prieſts, 
like the people of other countries.

Ifthen the great whore doe ſtill raigne, though not over vs, if the 
bealt doc (t1ll rage, though his hornes pulh nor at vs; if Beliall be ſtill 
worſhipped,chough not by vs: And if alfothis Bcliall, and this Beaſt, 
vaunt him ſe}fe,and this great Whore glory and deceke hir felfe in, and 
with this kind of apparelling,and this maner of Crofling, we humbly 
pray your Lord{hips to reſolve vs out of holy Writ,w hether am6g our 
Pricſts, whoſocver ſhall cometo praye, to preach, or to adminiſter the 
Sacraments,with a Cope,with a Surplice,with a Taper, with a Croſſe, 
or with a ſhaven Crowne,like ro the Copes, Surplices, Taj ers,Croflcs 
and ſhaven Crownes , of thoſe Prieſtes which are Pricftes ro them 
which are no gods, whether ſuch our _Prieſtes (wee faye) borrowing 
this attyre from the great whore, and vling the ſame in the fcrvice

belike have vs pull downe our Churches , our Oratories aud our Chap- 

ells? 
g Thovgh our deſire be to keepe our {elves from all the defilements 
and poli:itions of that Romilh (trumpet, yer doe wee diſlike the pul- 
linge downe of Churches, &c. For we knowe and are fully per{wa- 
dc, by rules of holy Write, that wee may lawfullie vic, not onlie 
Churches, Qratories and Chappells: bur alſo that we may have ſcates 
in Charches , Pulpits in Churches; Fonts in Churches, Tables toge- 
ther with faire lynen table clothes,to cover theſe Tables in Churches;

holy Writt, oc by foine good icaſon, that it is, as vndecent a thing for 
your pagzs, to wayte and to attend ypon your trechers and ypon your 
cuppcs,without wearing whit lynen Surplices, as it is a floyenly man- 
ner, for any kinde of perſons ro fit downe, to cate, and to drinke, at 
the table, wichout having layd before them a whit lynen table-clath, 
or napkin; weare bould to affirm, that th-re is great oddes, betweenos 
the decent vſe of a white lynen table-cloth, for the communion table, 

and berwecne the vic of a white Surplice, for the back of a miniſter, 
Indeed, if it were as comely and as ordcily a thing, for all fortes of 
people, aſwell woemen, as men, to weare Surplices ypon their vpper

Well,by your patience (Sirs) though wee have not much to ſaye for 
maintenance and defence of our (opes, Which are to be vſed onely in our

we pray you tocarry abetter eitimation of the wearing of Surplices, by 

your Munters, then you doe of the Wearing of Surplices, by the popiſh 

Priefts : Becauſe the ſountayne from Whence ours ſprange, and the end 
Wherevnto onrs tende and are applzed, bee much every way different 
from theirs. 

Why then give vs leave, by your Lordſhips favour,to demand what 
were the fountaynesfrom whence, and whatare the endes wherevnto 
both theirs and ours {prang, and do tend ?Your Lord{hipscan not de- 
nyc but as theirs-were firſt worne, without any comandement of God, 
{o be ours,and thatther fore, as the wearing of theirs was but by deviſe 
and aucho1itic of man, ſo is ours: As theirs were commaunded for or- 
der, comelines and deecticie, vnto the minions of the great whore, ſo 
be ours commended to be decent, comely and orderly garments, fr 
the maydes of the bryde. As theirs were for a conformitic amonge the 
lovers of her that committed fornicarion,lo bee ours for an vniformi- 
tic among the lovers of a pure and chaſt virgin : As theirs were for 
notes and diſtinctions betweene the people and the pricſtes, ſo be ours 
held to be markes betweene the ſhepheardes and the ſheepe : As theirs 
wig ht not be worne but vpon the vppecr pelres of their pricltes, ſo muſt 
not ours be vied, but vpon the vpper garmentes of our minifters: As 
their Prieſtes mighr'nor ſacrifice,nor make holy water without them, 
even {o isit not lawfull for our Miniſters without them, to pray orto 
adminiſter the Sacramentes. As theirs were {ignificant, and yet not- 
withſtanding, were altogether idle, vayne, fruitlefſe, and without cdift-

Furthermore, becauſe theſe wordes decencie and order, mencioned 
in your propolition,carrie a double ſenſe, we __ Lordihips to 
reſolve vs, whether by theſe wordes decencie & order, you meanc ſim- 
phe ſuch-adecencie,and ſuctran order; as forthe allowance whereof, 
playne and evident teſtimonies may be founde:ih holy Writ, thar the 
ſame decencie and order is pleating vnto God ? or whether. you tmeane 
ſuch a decencic and order only, as for the which (we having no other 
warrant, then tradition or commaundment of man) is onlyplecaſinge 
vnroman? touching which latter kinde: of decencie and order, the 
ſame being but hamane,wedemaund,ifeither Miniſters or people bee 
not fully perſwaded in minde, thatthis humane decencie and order, is 
' by ſome generall rule of holy:Writt, aſwell pleaſing vnto God;'as the 
- ſame by ſome law of man,is knowneto be well pleatingvnto man: we 
demaund (we ſay) inthis caſe whether Miniſter or people, tn foro con- 
' ſcientie,be obliged ro vic this.ſo called and commaunded decencie or 
'order, yea or'no? For albeit every ſoule be ſubject rothe higher pow- 
ers; neverthelefſe, for the avoyding of error,and that rhe conſcience of 
every {oule may be vpright with God, in her ſubiccion, ro the ordi- 
nance of man: the conſcience muſt take direQion, not from the onely 
-will and authoritieofman;but from the only -Writrand authoritic of 
: God.. And therefore as every Magiſtrate, ought to .be fully perſwaded 
in his conſcience of his commaund, before he conſcionably-may re- 
quire,thatto be obeyed which he commaundeth : even ſo it behoveth 
every ſoule, before he obey, ro be perſwaded fully in his minde, that ' * 
thething comanded, ought for conſcience ſake,to be obeyed, becauſe * 
the ſame is approved by the holy word of God: For otherwiſe howſo- 


eycr outwardly he may ſcrve,and pleaſe the Magiſtrate, yet inwardly & 
in 
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in the fpirite, he can never be aſſured that in this caſe, he ſhal ſerve God: / 


becauſe the Magiſtrates commandement fimply conſidered in-irfelf, is 
not any true ſpirituall gaide,for the conſcience of any ſoule,to be Jedd 
andconducted' by. | 

Now then to your Lordhips former queſtion, whether the Church 
and ſupreme chriſtian Magiſtrare,ought noxto fits ſoveraigneludge, 
ypon the con{cience of every ſoule, about the determination of all de- 
cencie and ord-r to be kept by that ſoule, your Lord{hips by this our 
diſconrſe,cafily may perceave,that we may well anſwere your demand, 
if we propound but one queſtion to another. 

And therefore we demaund, who ſhalbe ſovereigne Tudge over that 
ſoule and c6(ſcience,that commandeth decencie& order 1n the church, 
if not only the holy word of God alone? And if the chriſtian Magiſtrate 
ruſt for the ſafetic of bis ſoule, have ſume rule of holy writt, to be his 
ſoveraigne Iudge, for the thing thar he comandeth; how ſhould nor the 
chriſtia ſubiect in hike forte for the ſaferie of his ſoule, have ſome word 
of faith,to be his ſovcreigne Tudge,for hisſubieisin the thing which 
he obeyeth 2 for fo ſhall not the conſcience of him that commanderh, 
be any more a ſovereigne ludge over him that obeyeth, then ſhall the 
conſcience of him that obeyeth, bee ſovereigne Iudge over him thar 
commandeth, | 

* But, Sirs, if this be ſo,What ſoverainitie doe ye yeeld vnto the Chrifti- 
au Maviftrate,above the ſubieft,or What ſhall his authority avayle,vwhen 
every ſonle commanded to be ſubieft to his power, ſhall examine the vali- 
ditie of the lawfulneſſe of his command ? hat not every rule of holy writ, 
Wherevpon the chriftian Magiſtrate doeth ground his _ ctence, forthe 
thing commanded, bea bevy, and ſufficient ground for the conſcience of 
every one,in the thing that is obeyed ? 

Vnto this we anſwer; that the Chriſtian Magiſtrates conſcience can 
not be any ſufficient diſcharge for the conſcience of him that obeyerh, 
vnleſſe your Lord(hips bee able to prove vnto vs by ſome place of holy 
Writ,tharthe Magiſtrate touching the lawfulnes of the thing comman- 
ded,can noterre. Forevery ſoule, aſwell of the ſubie&t, muſt anſwere 8 
givean accompt for him ſelfe vnto God, for the thing wherein he _ 
eth, as the Magiſtrate muſt for the thing which he comandeth for the 
good and rightfull obedicnce,and command whereof, he hath appoin- 
red his holy word alone,to be the only Iudge aſwell vnto the ſubie,as 
vnto the Magiſtrate : or ells what ſoverainitic ſhould the word _ 
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bears over.the.c6ſcience of a ſabieRt,if fo be the Magiſtrates eonſcience _ 
& cornmand ſhould be the ſoveraigne ludge over the ſubiedts ſoule, &.; 
ſway the ſubic&s conſcience ? And yet by this meanes doe we not take 
away the due prceminence and authoritie , which by the holy Worde 
of God is given tothe civill Magiſtrate , over the ſubic&: For in thar, 
thatevery ſoule is cortmanded tobe ſubicR, for conſcience ſake,ro the . 
higher powers,this ſcripture by your Lordthips patience (as wetake it) , 
ist0 bz vnderſtood , not for the conſcience of him that comandeth, bur 
for the conſcience of him that obeyeth: becauſe rhe ſubic& , withour 
the breach of his conſcience,can not conterane the civil] governement, 
which, God hath appointed, not to be over the ſoule, burto be oyer the 
body. Andindeed toeſtablith the comn:and or conſcience of the civill 
Magiſtrate,to be the ſquire & plamer of every ſubiccts conſcience, were 
ro wreſt the holy Scriptures,& to eſtabliſh(as the Antichriſtianites do)a 
ryranny over the conſciences of ſubic&ts: Thus much rouching thar 
later kind of hamane decencie and order before ſpoken of, 

And as concerning that kind of decency & order for the which there 
may be teſtimonies found in holy Writ, that they be pleafing vnto God: 
we aftirme thatthe church and Chriſtian Magiſtrate ought not only to 
be commanders and preſeryers of the ſame, but that both Miniſters and 
people alſo ought to be followers and embracers thereof. : 

Nay,wefay more,yea we affirme,that every humane decencie & order 
whatſoever ought to ſtoupe and giveplace ynto that order and decencie 
for the which teſtimonies are ro be found in holy writ, that the ſame be. 
pleaſing vntoGod, And therfore we demand, by what rule of holy writ, 
your Lordſhips can prove your Jate convocationall canons, to have al- 
lowance from the ſpirit of Chriſt, when as by the ſame ye have coman- 
ded adecencie & order,meerly humane preciſely to be obſerved in the 
church,inſtecd of that decencie& order which at the beginning was in 
the church & which being pleaſing vnto God could not be but divine ? 

It had bene (in our iudgments)a fact not ſimply c6mendable, if your 
Lordihips had bur invented and added an humane decencie and order 
vnto that which hath warrant from holy writr,to be divine: bur wholy 
to diſſcyſe the Church of that decencie and order, which by teſtimony 
of holy Writt, is witneſſed to bee plealing vnto God ; and to give your 
owne deviſcs,decencies and orders, liveric and ſeyſin this to doe, we de- 
mand, whether, z# foro conſcientie,ir be not a double finne,and in curia 
Chriftianitatis, deſerve not a double cenſure ?

Devine decencie, whereaf We have diſſeyſed the (hurches , and What de- | 
concze and order,of our owone,have we put in ſeyſm thereof ? 
. By your Locdihips favour, before we make tull anſwer vnto this your Gend. 
, queſtion; we demand, whrther your Lord(ſhips bee able ro prove our of 
holy Writr,thar the outward forme and maner of ating any ſervice vn- 
to God, by our Saviour Chriſt or his Apoſtles in prayer, preaching the 
. word & adminiltring the Sacraments,was an vnorderly,or an vndecent 
forme or maner of acting that ſervice before God,yea or no? | 
If your Lord(hips anſwere,as the trueth is,that the outward mancr of 
aQing every kind of ſervice by our Saviour Chriſt & his Apoltles, was 
ſo decently & orderly done, and fo acceptable vnto God, asnothing in 
the outward aCting thereof could be more, wee then pray your Lord- 
ſhips to reſolve vs firſt, what warrant you have our of holy writt,to diſ- 
{yl(call rhe Miniſters of the outward acting of. the whole worſhip of 
.God jn prayer and adminiftring the Sacraments, withour a Surplice? 
. Secondly,what warrant you have from the ſpirit of Chriſt,to diflcyſe 
all che Miniſters of the acting of ſome part of Gods worſhip, in the ad- 
miniſtration of publike Baptiſme-, without making a crofſe ypon the 
childes forehead,and Ggning him with the figne of the croſſe ? 
Laſtly , what approbation you have from the ſpirit of Chiiſt, wholy 
ro diſſcyſe all che ſonnes and daughters of God , of the aCte of firting in Enit-27 
the acte of receiving the Sacrament of the Lordes Supper ? For in that 
you have commandgd that no Miniſter , when he celebrateth the com-

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Why then,by your Lord(kips favour, we demand,vnto whom this re- 
verence is yealded, and vnto what thing this conformitie is proportio- 
ned ? for that rhis forme of kneeling is not conformed to the Apoſtles 
maner of ſitting at the table, iscvidcnt,ncther can it be denyed, bur that 
this kinde of reverence 1s faſhioned 11ke to that n:aner of reverence, 
which cvery catholicke fornicatour , by the ordinance of his love the 
great whore, doeth yealde vnto his Idoll, when he received his breaden 
god: wherc fore we pray your Lordſhips to reſolve vs out of holy Writr, 
whether your conformitie, and your rcverence of kneeling (inthe acte 
of receiving the Sacrament of the Lordes Supper) may nor rightly be 
condemned, as things not having any due reverence, conformitie or 
proportion with the written Law of God, orcxample of our Saviour 

Chriſt and his Apoſtles before mencioned ? 
Beſides, we demand, whether your Lordſhips had not worthcly de- 
ſerved to have bene much praiſed and commendedby all the churches, 
for that thanks might have bene given by many vntoGod, for you,if ſo 
be for reverence vnto the example of our Saviour Chiiſt , who didall 
things well, and conformitie to his Apoſtles, ye had commanded the 
people not to have kneeled in the adte of receiving after the faſhion of 
the catholicke fornicatours , who doe all things ill , but rather ro have

then be called into queſtion, at every (cflions 8 afliſcs, for viing an o- 
ther forme, then is preſcribed in the Queenes booke, the ſame remay- 
ning ſtill in force & vnrepealed:if fubtcription be vrged to theQueenes 
bouke, then may n-t the Miniſters yceld therevnto, becauſe the Kinge 
and Bithops have concluded to reforme ſome things conteyned in the 
ſame, as being repugnantto the holy word of God, =o. 

Betides, the booke of common prayer of the ſecond of Edward 6. 
rouching ornam-nrtes, rites and ceremonies, and whereynto for the 
ſame reſpect both the Queenes and the Kings booke hath reference, 
revived this laſt Parlizmerr, by diſannulling the tarute of repeale made 
the firſt of Queene Mary, _

prelſe,theſe ceremonies, then that they ſhould be in your qwne hands, as 
crolicr ſtaves,toſtdy vp from falling the tortering walles of your Lordly - 
lurſdictions. And yer becauſe we never read in holy Writt,that any ce- 

remony was ever planted by our heavenly Father , to bee a leanctoo, for 

any Biihops of Gods planting, or that the vnplanting of an humane ce- 

remony, would be the viiplanting of any of Gods Bllhops, what ſhould 

we gather from hence , but that your Lordſhips bee ns Biſhops of Gps 

planting, for Biſhops planted by the hande of God, inthe Vineyard of 
Chriſt, be ſo fall ſetr,and ſo deeply rooted, that by no blaſt or ſtorme of 
hamane ceremonies, they can be blowne yp. 

And thus much touching your argument of theKings comandement, 
for orders ſake; As for the indifferencie of the things commanded, the 
fame hath already bene hangled in an other rs, but touching the laſt 
part of your exception,that the vie of theſe things is not commanded, to 
the end,that men ſhould be grieved,offended,fall, ſtumblc, ſinne, 8 de: 
ſtroy them ſelves; we reiect this,as an impertinent & inſufficient anſiwere 
to our demand; for our demand tendeth not to inſinuate,that we think, 
that theſe things be commanded to the end, thateyery man by the vſe of 
chem, ſhould {linne, but our demand concerneth the vncharitable com- 
mandement, ofthe vſe of theſe things impoſed ypon a weake brother, 
which weake brother , by the vſe of theſe things (notwithſtanding thy 
commandement) can not bur full, but ſtumble, bur give an offence, bur 
ſinne. What? becauſe of the commandement ? No: bo by reaſon of his 
weakenes, which the,commandement hath not power to ridd , and take 
from him. And therefore vnles your Lord({hips by ſome learning taught 
you in holy Writt, can informe your {clves, & our Chriſtian Magiſtrate, 
that your Synode in the Apoſtles abſence, is placed in the Apoſtolike 
chairc,and being fo placed, hath alſo reccived by the Apoſtles doctrine, 
an Apoſtolike authoritic , ro commande thole thinges. in his abſence, 
which he expreſly forbade in his preſence , wee doubt greatly whether 
your convocationall aſſembly, can charitably by Gods Law command 
the weake in faith , tocate mcate ſacrificed ynto Idols, and fo by conſe- 
quence to weare a Surplice , a Cope, a {quare Cap, a ſhaven Crowne, a 
Fryers Coule,or a Monckes Hood, yea or no? 

Nay,(ithence the Apoſtle hath diretly, and in plaine termes, forbid- 
den the ſtrong in faith, the cating of meate facrificed ynto Idolls.; 'be- 
cauſe of him that ſhewed it, and forthe conſcience, not of thine; but of

Nay, with great infolencic and oftentation they vaunt, that Croſſes, 1* 3 _ 
Surplices,&c, are to be received and vicd,not as things indifferent, but CL _ 
as neceſlarie parts of Gods divine worſhip. gainſtoneof 
The Atheiſtes, as they neitherembrace the doctrine, nor reverence the Sheritesy 
the perſon of the Miniſter of Chriſt , much leſle doe they regard from en—_—_ 
whence miniſteriall apparell originally came.” Only if cheptivacinndns ; 
an ordinary, who glorieth'to be a ceremanie maſter, rhey can then find 
witt,and opportunitie,andagilitic,and nimblenes ynough,to make vie 
of theſe ceremonies,as by them to worke-miſchief againſt their Godly 
Miniſter, if at any time them ſelves be reproved for their drunkennes, 
whoredome,yſurie,ſwearing,poperie and fuch like: But if any of them _.

chiſme, before they proſecute their preſentment, for the not wearing of 
a Surplice in this caſe, rather then they wilbe religiouſly taught the 
principles of godlines, attheir-Miniſters hand, they force not for xxv.

And howſocyer theſe ceremonies be taken from men, better affe&ted 
ro the Goſpell , then be the Papiſtes: neverrheleſle ſeeing ſervants (be 
they never fo young) are not to be guided by their fellow ſervants (be 
they never ſo old) without knowledge of their Lord & Maſters pleaſare, 
firſt declared vnto them by his Prophers orApoſtles, we pray your Lord- 
ſhips ro prove vnto vs, out of holy Writt, that theſe ceremonies hold 
their originall from God, 

For, if they be not according tothe old way, which is the good way, 
and wherein we are bidd to ſtand, and to behold, and to _ after it, 
namely, the Teſtimonie which is bound vp, and the Law which is ſea- 
led yp among Gods Diſciples, then ſhall the Paſtours offend for run- 
ning abour ſo much,to change their wayes,going after things that doe 
not profit; yea (if they doe not according to this word) they may iuſtly 
be r-proved, becauſe their is no light in them. + 

T he ancienty then of your ceremonies ,-let the ſame be as ancientas 
ollibly ye can deviſc,yetin reſpedt of the ancient of dayes, and of him 
that inhabutcth the eternitie, they ſhalbe but novelties, and the Author 
of them but a noveliſt. For as this ſaying in the Schooke of reaſon , is

Yea and the holy Scriptures teach vs, to cali thoſe things new,what- 
ſocver man inventeth, be the errour never ſo old. They have (faith the 
holy Ghoſt)offered vnto Devills,not vnto God,but to gods whom they 

new not : new gods, that came newly vp , whom their Fathers feared 
not; Andin an other place , they are pronounced to be accurſed when 
they turne after other gods, which they have not known, whereby alſo 
is reproved the vanitic and fondnes of thoſe men , which leave that 
which is certeine,to follow that which is vncerteine, 

If the Apoltle then, the firſt and moſt ancient father of all the chil- 
dren whom he begate with the word of the Goſpell , and the planter of 
all che Churches among the Gentils , never knew thoſc or any the like 
rites, 0rnaments,or ceremonies, much leſſe nzyer knew them.to be for 
any decent and crderly forme of Gods worſhip, in any of the churches” 
which he begare, and which he planted it muſt necdes follow (as wee. 
conceave)thatthe children of the Church, (who deviſed and appointed 
theſe rice and cerewonies, for an orderly and decent forme of Gods 
worſhip, inthe ages ſucceeding the Apoſtles) left the anciens integriis 
together 


| > Drawhe ont of holy Writt. & 
together with the certaine and ſingle forme of Gods worſhip, fetled in 
the Apoſtolicall churches,witbout any miniſteriall apparrell,croflings 
or kncelings in the at of receiving the communion: And fo following 
their owne hearts, became Noveliſtes vnto the Apoſtles, in theſe yncer- 
teine and new found ceremonies. EO 

Neither forthe poynt in queſtion is it materiall, whether they were 
children,next and immediatly ſucceeding the Apoſtles, yea or no: For 
{o ſoone as they declined from thar integritie, & ſimple maner of Gods 
worſhip,and from that certeyntie, wherein the Apoſtle left the Chur- 
ches, cyen ſo ſoone was their vncerteyne and newly ſtart vp forme of 
Gods worſhip corrupt and impure: For when the Lord hath once ſpo- 
ken wordes,and doeth add no more, thereby weare taught, by his ex- 
ample,to lay our handes ypon our mouthes, to bee content with his 
word, and to add nothing of our owne. Yea and we bee warned to be- 
ware,lcalt our heartes deceyve vs, and leaſt we turne aſide by deviſinge 
fooliſh inventions,according to our owne fantaſies, : 

Wherefore your Lordſhips argument,of ſuch ancientie,and of ſuch 
intcgritie of theſe ceremonies, as declineth from that ancient,and in al 
poyntes and qualities certeyne and vpright forme of Gods — 
practiſed without Copes,Surplices, Crolles, and Kneelings in the acte 
of receyving the communion, by the Apoſtle in all the Churches plan- 
ecd by his Miniſterie,argueth rather corruption and noveltie, then ey- 
ther any ancientie or integritic, | 

And therefore we pray your Lordſhips, that hereafter you would be 
adviſed by vs,not to licenſe your Scribes and prolocutors, to caſt an 
imputation of Noyeltic ypon the Miniſters of Chriſt : or ro vpbrayde 
them with chat odious and reprochfull name of Noveliſtes: leaſt for 
their ſafegard, and iuſt defence in this behalfe, they be conſtreyned to
